Former Guardsm an 
Called To KSU Trial 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - A 
second former Ohio National Guard­ 
sman was to take the witness stand 
today after hearing himself named as 
one who leveled his rifle at Kent State 
University students moments before 13 
were shot five years ago. 
William Perkins of Canton sat with 
his wife in court Thursday as his 
former rifle team leader, Sgt. 
Lawrence Shafer of Ravenna, testified 
Perkins was one of two men he 
recognized kneeling with him on a 
practice football field, aiming at 
students near an adjacent parking lot. 
The moment passed with no shots 
fired. 
It was to be the first day of trial since 
CBS broadcasting challenged a gag 
rule imposed on the proceedings by 
U.S. District Court Judge Don Young. 
Young has prohibited anyone 
directly connected with the case from 
commenting on it to newsmen. CBS 
said in a request for a writ of mand 
amus in federal appeals court in Cin­ 
cinnati that the order was excessive 
even for a criminal trial and that it was 
unprecedented in civil action. 
The other guardsman Shafer said 
was kneeling on the field and pointing 
his weapon at students was Ralph 
Zoller of Mantua. The guardsmen were 
wearing gas masks which made it 
difficult to identify persons, the 
sergeant said. 
Shafer, Perkins and Zoller were 
among eight former guardsmen in­ 
dicted on criminal charges last year. 
The charges were dropped after a 
federal judge ruled that the govern­ 
ment had failed to prove they 
maliciously sought to deprive the 
shooting victims of their civil rights.

breaking up a rally on the Commons 
and then sweeping up and over Blanket 
Hill.

Photographs show as many as 17 
guardsmen kneeling and pointing their 
weapons at students across the fence 
but Shafer said Thursday, “I wouldn’t 
have pulled the trigger.” 
The guard regrouped and walked 
quickly off the field and up Blanket 
Hill.

As he swung around, he saw 
demonstrators in a ‘‘mass coming up 
the hill” and started firing, he said. 
Four of five shots went into the air, but 
one was pointed at a long-haired man 
advancing with one hand out of sight, 
he said. 
That man, identified as Joseph 
Lewis Jr., then of Massillon, grabbed 
his stomach and fell to the ground, 
Shafer said. 
Lewis then took the stand and told 
the jury of seven men and five women 
that he had been standing still when hit 
and that the hidden hand had been 
empty. The other hand was in full 
view, he admitted, and he showed the 
jury the obscene gesture he had been 
making to guardsmen. 
The jurors are charged with 
deciding who they believe and then 
voting whether to hold 40 present and 
former guardsmen, Gov. James 
Rhodes and three ex-state officials 
responsible financially. 
The guardsmen’s 13-second volley 
left four students dead and nine 
wounded. The wounded and parents of 
the dead seek $46 million in damages. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
was expected today to approve House- 
passed legislation authorizing the state 
to issue voluntary identification cards 
to nondriving Ohioans. 
The identification concept, which 
frightens some civil libertarians, is an 
effort to assist adult nondrivers and 
the aged and handicapped in cashing 
checks and establishing credit, ac­ 
cording to cosponsor Harry Meshel, D- 
33 Youngstown. 
The bill easily passed the House last 
March despite the objections of op­ 
ponents who saw Orwellian overtones. 
One early critic, Benson Wolman, 
president of the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Ohio, said he had 
withdrawn opposition after a sub­ 
committee accepted ‘‘two critical 
recommendations. ’ ’ 
Wolman said the cards, which would 
be similar in appearance to a drivers 
license, would not include the appli­ 
cant’s social security nu mber and 
would not be required identification by 
any state agency. And the legislation 
would specify that 
they 
were 
‘‘voluntary,” he said. 
The Bureau of Motor Vehicles would 
administer the state program issuing 
cards 
with 
a 
person’s 
name, 
description and photo. Meshel said 
applicants would be asked for their 
social security number to make cer­ 
tain that they did not already possess a 
drivers license. 
“We put language in the bill saying 
that the card cannot be required so 


that people don’t make tliis official 
identification,” Meshel said. 
He described committee’s version as 
‘marriage” of his bill, geared 
specifically to the elderly and han­ 
dicapped, and a broader House 
measure sponsored by Rep. Sherrod D. 
Brown, D-61 Mansfield. 
About 7.5 million Ohioans carry 
drivers licenses. It is estimated that 
some 192,000 adults would be eligible 
for the new cards, which would cost

However, the sources said Ford 
eventually will make the assassination 
information available to the Senate 
intelligence committee. The panel is 
focusing its investigation of the CIA on 
what its chairman calls hard evidence 
of “murder plots.” 
Sources said the President will 
announce his decision to release the 
commission report during a nationally 
broadcast news conference at 7:30 
p.m. EDT. There was no word on when 
the report, dealing with allegations of 
domestic spying by the CIA, would be 
made public. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said during the weekend he 
assumed the President would make 
the commission report public.

Frank Church, D-Idaho, was 
Israel W ants 
Mutual Troop 
Withdrawal 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Resisting 
pressure from Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger, the Israeli cabinet 
says it won’t modify its terms for 
another troop withdrawal in the Sinai 
Desert unless Egypt comes up with a 
new offer. 
The cabinet decision Sunday night 
was a victory for Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin, who has been pressed by 
Kissinger to bring new proposals to 
Washington for his meeting with 
President Ford this week. 
Kissinger and Ford blame Israel for 
the collapse of Kissinger’s attempt to 
negotiate a withdrawal agreement last 
March because Israel insisted on a 
pledge of nonbelligerency from Egypt. 
After Ford’s meeting with President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt, the secretary of 
state said he could not determine 
whether he would try to revive the 
Israeli-Egyptian negotiations until 
after Ford met with Rabin. 
A communique issued after the 
Israeli cabinet meeting said Israel’s 
terms “remain in force” but “the 
government will be willing to re­ 
examine its policy concomitant with 
changes that may occur in the 
Egyptian position.” 
Some members of the cabinet urged 
that Israel abandon Kissinger’s step- 
by-step approach to peace and offer a 
detailed plan for a final peace agree­ 
ment with all her Arab adversaries. 
The cabinet rejected this, saying a 
series of partial settlements “is the 
only realistic way to advance to 
peace.” But it said the government is 
willing to negotiate peace treaties with 
all its Arab neighbors and will attend a 
Middle East peace conference in Gen­ 
eva if it is called into session. 
Meanwhile, police reported a group 
of Israeli troops hitchhiking back to 
camp after a weekend leave shot and 
killed an Arab guerrilla who attacked 
them with hand grenades and a sub­ 
machine gun. The grenades did not go 
off, and none of the soldiers was hit by 
gunfire. 
The attack took place about 15 miles 
north of Tel Aviv at the Beit Lid in­ 
tersection, where there is a maximum 
security prison for Arab guerrillas and 
Israeli criminals. 
Seven hours later a bomb exploded 
in an apartment house in Kfar Saba, 
about five miles from the Beit Lid 
intersection. Nobody was reported 
hurt. 
In other Middle East developments : 
—Israel returned three Egyptian 
soldiers it said were captured last 
week on a spying mission behind 
Israeli lines in the Sinai Desert. 
—Workers at Israel’s Mediterranean 
oil port at Ashkelon ended a 19-day 
strike. The strike halted the shipment 
of Middle East oil through the Israeli 
pipeline from the Gulf of Aqaba to the 
Mediterranean coast.

“What should have been an orderly, 
expeditious and relatively straight­ 
forward procedure for processing 
Indochina refugees has turned into a 
nightmare for officials and refugees 
alike.” 
The report was issued Sunday by the 
Senate subcommittee on refugees. 
Chairman Edward M. Kennedy, El- 
Mass., said that “drift and confusion 
mark the President’s program and the 
activities of the Interagency Task 
Force and because of this, the reset­ 
tlement program is scarcely off the 
ground.” 
The report said as of the first week of 
June, 102,314 of the 131,000 refugees 
under American control remained in 
camps to be processed and resettled. 
The pace of resettlement improved 
slightly that week and refugees began 
moving out of the camps at the rate of 
600 to 650 a day. However, it still would 
take a minimum of six months to clear 
the camps if the processing continued 
at that rate, the report said. 
“More likely, significant numbers of 
refugees will be remaining in camps 
for a longer period of time — in fact

Glowing Indicators Don't Help Now 


NEW YORK (AP) — The trouble 
right now for millions of American 
families is that they can’t live out there 
in the future where the so-called lead­ 
ing indicators are pointing. 
The index of indicators, which 
measures 12 economic factors that 
point to the future, rose 4.2 per cent in 
April. But the jobless rate, which 
measures the present, hit 9.2 per cent 
in May, highest in 34 years. 
If you live in the world of the leading 
indicators you see a golden glow in the 
economic sky. If you live in the present 
you observe very little of that glow. 
The index of indicators measures 
stock prices, new building permits, 
new orders for consumer goods, plant 
and equipment orders, the money 
supply and inventory changes and the 
like. 
These are forerunners of further 


economic activity, it is argued. They 
supposedly act like catalysts. They are 
the yeast in the bread, but you can’t 
taste that bread yet. 
In fact, the index of leading in­ 
dicators really hasn’t proved itself. It 
was used for the first time in April, 
since the old index was said to be badly 
distorted by inflation. 
What, for example, will a sharp drop 
in the stock market do to the index? 
Stock prices play an important role in 
the index, and as any investor has 
observed, stock prices in recent years 
have fluctuated widely. 
What about that money supply 
figure? What happens when taxpayers 
have received all the rebates that the 
Treasury owes them. Is it conceivable 
that the money supply could fall a bit? 
It is. 
Yes, there is little question the 


leading indicators are rising. But are 
the prospects and hopes for the or­ 
dinary person, the consumer, whose 
willingness and ability to spend can 
make or break the economy? 
Government and private sources 
now believe that the typical house is 
nearly or completely priced beyond 
the buying ability of the typical Ameri­ 
can. How then is this critical industry 
to recover? 
Certainly it will recover, because 
ingenuity is not dead in America and 
neither is the need for housing. A way 
will be found to overcome the housing 
problems, but when? 
The most hopeful sign in housing is 
the attempt by builders and materials 
suppliers to design simpler homes. 
Dimensions are being shrunk. Garages 
are being omitted. Kitchens are less 
elaborate. Attics remain unfinished. 


The same thing is happening in 
automobiles, but it’s taking a long, 
long time to happen. Despite the worst 
sales figures in more than a decade, 
some Detroit auto executives claim to 
be optimistic. 
One result of this has been the ten­ 
dency to produce more cars than can 
be sold. In other words, the future tells 
the automakers one thing, but the 
present another thing. The future tells 
the automakers that with personal 
income rising people can afford cars. 
The present sarys they can’t. 
That tug-o-war probably will go on 
for many months more. You can 
support almost any economic forecast 
if you choose the proper mix from the 
grab bag. 
Meanwhile, the present is a grim 
presence in our midst. It can’t be 
ignored.

Hurt Clevelanders 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- An 
investigation

Accounting Office (GOA) revealed 
that more than half of the outpatients 
at Cleveland hospitals and clinics 
cannot pay their medical bills and are 
not covered by private or government 
medical insurance. 
The GOA, the investigating arm of 
Congress, found that in 1973 there were 
785,322 outpatient visits to Cleveland 
clinics and hospitals. 
The investigation revealed that poor 
patients ran up bills of about $12.9 
million of which they paid $2.1 million, 
or 16 per cent. The balance was paid by 
federal, state and city money as well 
as hospital and charitable con­ 
tributions. 
As a result, private doctors have 
increasingly fled to the suburbs and 
some overburdened hospitals offer 
only bare minimum service, the GOA 
said.

When U.S. Polaris 
missile submarines left those ports on 
60-day submerged patrols, the Russian 
subs tried to follow. 
On at least one such occasion, a 
Polaris sub and a Russian attack sub 
are reported to have bumped off Holy 
Ixich. Neither sub was badly damaged 
and sources said they went their 
separate ways afterwards. 
The U.S. Navy has developed a 
number of ploys aimed at foiling Soviet 
efforts to keep track of the Polaris 
subs.

Brazilian Soybeans 
Hurt U.S. Exporters 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Agriculture Department said today 
that Brazil lias made significant 
inroads into foreign soybean markets 
dominated by U.S. exporters. 
In an examination of eight foreign 
markets, the department’s Foreign 
Agricultural Service said those 
countries boosted total imports of soy­ 
beans and soybean meal 3.9 per cent 
since last Oct. I. Shipments of U.S. 
beans and meal to the eight countries, 
meanwhile, dropped 14 per cent. 
“This season’s gain imports of 
soybeans and meal by the eight 
selected countries is the result of 
sharply expanded movements from 
Brazil, since U.S. exports to those 
destinations have declined sig­ 
nificantly,” the agency said in a 
weekly report. 
The countries checked represent the 
most important foreign markets for 
American soybean farmers, acounting 
for about 75 per cent of all U.S. 
soybean and meal exports during the 
first six months of the year which 
began last Oct. I. 
The countries in the market study 
were Japan, West Germany, France, 
Spain, the Netherlands, United 
Kingdom, Denmark and Italy. 
Mosquito Lake 
Gets Camping 


CORTLAND, Ohio (AP)— Mosquito 
Lake State Park is getting new 
camping facilities in an effort to draw 
visitors to the once popular recreation 
area. 
About 230 camping pads, a camp 
road system, latrines and a boat 
launching ramp will be constructed by 
the Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources at a cost of $1.1 milllion. 
The state also is spending $388,000 to 
improve parking and for docks at the 
marina. 
The park, which is near the Mosquito 
Resevoir in Trumbull county, used to 
be the second most popular state park, 
says Donald L. Whipple, park man­ 
ager. He notes that overcrowded and 
inadequate camping conditions forced 
the state to close the campgrounds in 
1970. 
“With added facilities, I am sure 
visitation will grow again,” he says. 
“We’ve had some of the best wallleye 
fishing in Ohio.” 
The reservoir was built by the U.S. 
Corps of Engineers as a combination 
flood control and water supply lake for 
the Warren-Youngstown area. 
The state maintains a public 
swimming beach and a water skiing 
area on the lake.

As a result of the drop In exports and 
the continued rise of Brazil in the 
world soybean market, the U.S. 
soybean reserve is expected to the 
largest in several years by the time the 
1975 crop is ready next fall. 
According to USDA planting surveys 
earlier this spring, the 1975 crop could 
produce around 1.5 billion bushels, up 
substantially from 1.23 billion last year 
and not far behind the record 1973 crop 
of nearly 1.55 billion bushels. 
Another report in today’s issue of 
“Foreign Agriculture” published by 
the agency said the soybean boom of 
recent years has attracted interest in 
the crop among many developing 
countries, including those in Africa, 
the Mideast and southern Asia. 
But thus far, the report said, “there 
has been no substantial expansion” of 
soybean production in those areas 
although a number of countries have 
expressed increasing interest in the 
crop. 
A number of factors, including a IO 
to 15-year period needed to develop 
soybeans as a viable export crop, 
“suggest that the longterm outlook for 
production of soybeans in many 
tropical and subtropical countries of 
Africa and the Mideast is dim,” the 
report said.

West Germ an Trains Crash 


MUNICH, West Germany (AP) — 
Workers searched for more bodies and 
survivors today as police reported at 
least 35 persons killed and about 60 
injured in the head-on collision of two 
passenger trains in the Alpine foothills 
south of Munich. 
It was West Germany’s worst train 
wreck in four years. 
“The cars piled up on each other, 
and the locomotives were telescoped,” 
a police spokesman said. “Ifs a 
terrib le scene th at recalls the 
wreckage after World War II bom­ 
bings.” 
The two commuter trains were filled 
with passengers returning from 
weekend outings. They slammed into 
each other about 6:45 p.m. Sunday on a 
single-track stretch of the Munich-Bad 
Toelz line 200 yards from the Wamgau 
village depot, 30 miles from Munich. 
A police spokesman said the south­ 
bound train failed to stop on a siding at 
Wamgau to let the northbound train go 
by. The northbound train from the 
mountains to Munich was a special 
that runs on Sundays and holidays 
while the southbound train runs every 
day. 
“The cars piled up over each other,” 
said the spokesman. “Many persons 
were trapped inside, injured or dead.” 
“The locomotives of both trains were 
com pletely telescoped,” 
said 
a 
villager. “I could hear cries for help 
from people trapped in the wreckage.” 
Federal T ransportation M inister 
Kurt Gscheidle went to Wamgau early 
today to take charge of the in­ 
vestigation. The Bavarian state police 
and the state prosecutor also were 
looking into the cause. 
At the time of the wreck, the roads 
were jammed with motorists returning 
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from outings in the mountains, and 
ambulances were delayed by the 
traffic. The situation was eased by 
seven helicopters that flew the 
seriously injured to Munich. 
West Germany’s worst postwar train 
wreck occurred in May 1971 when a 
train hit a bus and 46 persons were 
killed. 


Schools Told 
A ll-M a le Sports 
V io la te Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In an in­ 
creasing number of court decisions, 
schools are being told their all-male 
sports programs violate the law and 
that they must admit women to their 
teams. 
The 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ealth, 
Education and Welfare is counting on 
the pattern of court rulings to be 
persuasive with 
Congress as the 
lawmakers review new and sweeping 
rules barring sex discrimination in the 
nation’s schools and colleges, ac­ 
cording to John B. Rhinelander, the 
department’s general counsel. 
Unless Congress negates the HEW 
rules by July 21, they will go into effect 
automatically. The rejection can be 
only on the narrow grounds that the 
regulations, which HEW issued last 
week, are inconsistent with what 
Congress intended in passing the law 
in 1972. Congress, of course, could also 
alter the 1972 law. 
R hinelander 
said 
he 
thought 
Congress 
would 
approve 
the 
regulations and that the pattern of 
recent court cases would be influential 
because it shows that sports are to be 
considered an integral part of the over­ 
all educational system. 
Critics contend that sports are not 
federally financed and that the ban on 
discrimination should not have been 
interpreted to encompass any of the 
athletic programs. 
Supporters say, however, that all 
aspects of a school system must be 
accountable to the nondiscrimination 
law, 
especially 
since 
athletic 
programs use school facilities and are 
coached by persons on the over-all 
school faculty. They point to recent 
court rulings that have, apparently 
with rare exceptions in the last five 
years, found athletics to be an integral 
part of a tax-supported school system. 
Courts have recently decided in 
favor of women students and against 
school d istricts or state athletic 
associations 
on

sports-sex 
discrim ination question in Penn­ 
sylvania, 
M innesota, 
K ansas,

To say “I don’t know, but I will find 
out” is actually a testimonial to a 
physician’s good judgm ent. The 
physician’s honest admission of “I 
don’t know” may not always be ac­ 
cepted by the patient. This is un­ 
derstandable because the fear, anxiety 
and urgency that the patient feels begs 
for an immediate diagnosis and start 
of treatment. 
At 
first 
there 
may 
be 
disap­ 
pointment. But soon there should be 
respect and adm iration for the 
physician who sincerely goes about the 
meticulous job of uncovering every 
m inute detail before com m itting 
himself. 
Such truthfulness helps to further 
cement this valuable relationship and 
enables both patient and doctor to 
cooperate in attaining the ultimate 
goal of recovery. 
There is another force that the 
enlightened physician resists. Often 
the anxious patient exerts relentless 
pressure by insisting that the doctor 
assume the role of a prophet. “How 
long will I be ill?” “ How long will I be 
out of work?” “When will my ulcer 
heal?” “Exactly what day will I be 
leaving the hospital?” 
Answers to such questions are only a 
few of the prophecies that are expected 
of the doctor. Patients must learn that 
it is difficult to predict the outcome or 
the duration of any major illness 
because there are too many variables 
that are involved in the course of such 
illnesses. 
Here, too, the doctor’s answer might 
well be, “I don’t know.”

Pilot Crime Program Opens 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-If a pilot 
program begun a week ago in Franklin 
County works out, many first offenders 
whose crimes do not include violence 
may escape having criminal records. 
But,that’s not all, advocates of the 
program claim. 
Victims of these nonviolent crimes 
will receive restitution, and Ohio’s 
criminal system, already loaded with 
too many cases, will save time and 
money. Hundreds of cases each year 
will not have to be dealt with. 
“It’s a federally funded program 
established on a one-year trial basis to 
provide a system in which first-time 
offenders of nonviolent property 
Natural Gas 
Curtailments 
Expected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
businesses and industries may have to 
find alternative energy sources, 
curtail operations or even close down 
temporarily because of reduced 
natural gas supplies, a federal agency 
says. 
The Federal Power Commission 
estimated Friday that natural gas 
supplies will be nearly 20 per cent 
below the expected firm demand over 
the next 12 months. 
Releasing figures compiled from 
reports by 47 natural gas utilities, the 
FPC said the companies expected 
service curtailments to average 19.78 
per cent between April 1975 and March 
1976. That compares with a 13.58 per 
cent cutback during the same period of 
1974-75. 
The greatest expected shortage, 
47.65 per cent, was reported by the 
United Gas Pipe Line Co., which 
serves portions of south central and 
southeastern states. The firm had 
reported curtailments of 41.42 per cent 
of firm requirements in the previous 
year. 
Close behind, with a forecast 
shortage of 46.56 per cent of firm 
demand was the Trunkline Gas Co., 
whose service area includes parts of 
the middle Atlantic, north central, 
south central and southeastern 
regions. Its shortage the previous year 
was 39.33 per cent. 
In all, IO utilities said they expected 
to face curtailments of 25 per cent or 
more, 21 predicted cutbacks ranging 
from a fraction of I per cent to nearly 
21 per cent; and 16 in scattered areas 
said all their needs should be met. 
Total firm requirements for the 
coming year were set at 15 trillion 
cubic feet of gas, of which 2.9 trillion 
will not be available. 
During the previous year, firm 
demand of 14.8 trillion cubic feet ex­ 
ceeded the supply available by 2 
trillion.

offenses, safe-cracking, bribery, in­ 
timidating a witness or aiding an 
escape. 
Any criminal offense included must 
be nonviolent and nonpeople, Durfey 
said. 
“The philosophy turns on the fact 
that since these kinds of crime are not 
serious threats for which society 
should have its day in court, it would 
be beneficial to take a person who has 
made a mistake in the eyes of the law 
and give him or her a second chance,” 
said Durfey. 
Durfey said the offender would be 
turned back into society with definite 
stipulations on his behavior. A moni­ 
toring system would be set up. 
“If the person needs a job to become 
a socially productive individual, we 
will help him get that job,” said 
Durfey. “If he should be in school, we 
will require him to go back to school.” 
Durfey said he hoped the Franklin 
County pilot program can be held to 
200 to 300 cases a year, but ap­ 
proximately IO per cent of the county’s 
case load last year — about 350 — 
would have qualified. 
That’s one reason the misdemeanor 
offense of possession of marijuana is 
not included, he said. 
“While we may include it sometime 
later, we were afraid we would be 
deluged with more than we can handle 
at the outset,” Durfey said.

More significant than its role as a 
symbol of the American past is its role 
as a symbol of freedom and humanity 
for the world today. 
The tragic fall of South Vietnam and 
Cambodia under the cruel and op­ 
pressive heel of Communism makes 
support for those ideals symbolized by 
“Old Glory” more urgent than ever. 
Setbacks for individual freedom and 
democracy have not been confined to 
Southeast Asia, of course. Turmoil and 
upheaval have become the order of the 
day in many spots around the globe. 
The forces of freedom must, 
therefore, be stronger than ever. The 
challenges, while still largely beneath 
the surface, were never greater. 
If the question ever arises as to the 
worth of preserving freedom and 
democracy where it still exists, one 
need only look to America. 
After almost 200 years of history, the 
American Flag waves over a nation 
which has surpassed all others in both 
material wealth and individual liberty. 
America was founded on principles 
which provided its citizens for all time 
the opportunity for unlimited in­ 
dividual achievem ent in an at­ 
mosphere of freedom. 
As a result, we are today the best 


fed, best clothed and generally the 
most successful nation on earth. We 
have been generous with our wealth 
and ever willing to help others 
preserve their freedom and achieve 
prosperity. Our record on both counts 
is without equal in the annals of 
recorded history. 
If the presence of the American flag 
flying high is important in today’s 
troubled world, the uncertainty of 
global developments in the months and 
years ahead underline an even greater 
need for this symbol of a strong and 
free America, secure in its position as 
leader of the Free World. 
So, the Stars and Stripes expresses 
hope for the future. While it waves, the 
fires of democracy will not be ex­ 
tinguished. While it holds its exaulted 
and revered place in American life, all 
the world will know that liberty, 
justice, and those basic human rights 
enunciated in our Bill of Rights still 
exist. 
Every day should be “Flag Day.” 
We should be reminded every day of 
the rights and privileges we enjoy 
under our flag — and the obligations 
and responsibilities which go with 
them.

on a charge of conspiracy to commit 
air piracy, the FBI said Sunday. 
Why did he go to all the trouble of a 
helicopter escape? 
“That was the easiest way; I didn’t 
have enough nerve to try the wall,” 
Remling said. “I’m getting a little old 
for that.”

Remling said the escape plan, which 
bought him just 30 hours of freedom, 
was hatched months before the movie 
“Breakout” was released. The movie 
depicts a similar attempt. 


But Remling told arresting officers 
his prison bust did stem from news 
accounts of a whirlybird escape by 
Joel Kaplan, a millionaire who gained 
freedom from a Mexican prison and is 
reportedly now living in the southwest 
United States. “Breakout,” starring 
Charles Bronson as a helicopter pilot, 
was based on that raid. 
Remling said he never saw the 
movie, and it was never shown in the 
prison, officials said. 
Despite its initial success, Remling’s 
scheme unraveled quickly. He was 
picked up alone and unarmed Satur­ 
day in a I>eslie bar, 13 miles from the 
prison in Jackson. 
Jolyn Lou Conn, 32; Calvin Wood­ 
bury. 19; and JoAnn Van Patten and 
Susan Hill, both 20, were charged with 
aiding and abetting the escape and 
with federal skyjacking conspiracy. 
Police are seeking Morris Colosky, 
whom 
they 
say 
skyjacked 
the 
helicopter at knifepoint on Friday, and 
Gertrude Woodbury, suspected of 
being the go-between for Remling and 
his accomplices. 
The women reportedly drove decoy 
getaway cars from the point where the 
helicopter dropped Remling and the 
skyjacker, six miles from the prison. 
Calvin Woodbury is the son of Ger­ 
trude Woodbury. 
Remling was serving a 6-to-10-year 
term for check fraud and a concurrent 
seven-year term for stealing several 
hundred hogs in Nebraska.

Legislative Report

Six-Country Nuclear Club May Grow 


After lengthy deliberations, the 
House passed a comprehensive drug 
control bill during Wednesday’s floor 
session. 
Several major amendments were 
made on the floor, increasing the 
penalties for drug pushers. In its final 
form, H.B. 300 calls for a non- 
probationary, mandatory jail sentence 
for tt?e sale of hard drugs. The sen­ 
tences are: three years for selling 
smaller amounts of narcotics, seven 
years for a first offense of possession 
or sale of larger quantities of drugs 
and twelve years for a second offense. 
The bill also makes theft of drugs 
punishable wigh a mandatory sentence 
of two to seven years. 
While the penalties for drug pushers 
are increased by this legislation, 
penalties for possession of smaller 
quantities of marijuana are reduced. 
Under present law, the penalty for 
possession of less than IOO grams of 
marijuana is a $1,000 fine and one year 
imprisonment. H. B. 300 calls for a $100 
fine for this offense, but no ac­ 
companying jail sentence. 
H. B. 300 also provides a new system 
of classifying drugs according to their 
danger as health hazards. 
This legislation represents the first 
productive effort in drug control in two 
sessions. Similiar bills were in­ 
troduced prior to the 111th General 
Assembly, but failed, due to lack of bi­ 
partisan support. 
In dealing with the issue of drug 
control, an issue controversial by its 
very nature, there was a definite 
variance of opinion among members 
as to the degree of severity which 
should be imposed on drug offenders. 
H. B. 300 underwent in depth revision 
before it was approved by the majority 
of Ohio House members. As a final 
product, H. B. 300 represents the 
legislature’s serious concern over the 
matter of drug control in Ohio. H. B. 
300 provides the most realistic and 
practical approach to that problem.

The House Judiciary Committee 
held hearings this week on a Senate 
Bill which calls for the transfer of 
persons from Lima State Institute to a 
civil institution, in the event that an 
individual is unable to stand trial in the 
near future. 
This legislation, SB 185, passed the 
Senate a month ago by a unanimous 
vote. The need for such legislation 
arose due to a recent Supreme Court 
ruling that indefinite incarceration 
was illegal. 
In another health related area, the 
House informally passed legislation 
which would extend the deadline for 
nursing and rest homes to install 
sprinkler systems until next Jan. I. 
The bill is now scheduled on the House 
Calendar for Tuesday, June IO. 
The need for this extension of the 
deadline is due to the fact that in­ 
stallation is not only time consuming 
but expensive. Committee testimony 
revealed that 70 per cent of the homes 
were not in compliance with the 
sprinkler requirement at the deadline 
of last January I. 
In order to qualify for a time ex­ 
tension, a nursing home would have to 
show evidence to the State Fire 
Marshall that it was trying to comply 
with the requirements. 


The House adopted proposed Con­ 
stitutional amendments this week, 
which will be put on the November 
ballot for voter approval. 
The House adopted a proposal 
changing the line of gubernatorial 
succession by making the Speaker of 
the House third in line. The present 
Constitution calls for the President 
Pro-Tem of the Senate to be third 
successor. The proposed amendment 
would make him fourth in line for the 
Governorship. 
The resolution also provides for a 
method to remove the Governor when 
he becomes unable to serve his office. 
The method would be by a recom­ 
mendation by the General Assembly 
that would be acted upon by the Ohio 
Supreme Court.

Passage of this 
legislation is a dire necessity, since 
failure to meet the June 30th deadline 
would have an immediate adverse 
effect on every aspect of health care in 
Ohio. 
A floor vote on the School Foun­ 
dation Formula is expected within the 
next two weeks. The House Finance 
Committee has conducted hearings on 
SB 170, Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday of this week, and has 
scheduled a Wednesday hearing for 
next week. 
As in every major issue, there are 
strong conflicting opinions. Hopefully, 
this General Assembly will by-pass 
partisan pettiness and produce an 
effective piece of legislation which will 
be in the best interest of the taxpayers 
of Ohio.

A Masai giraffe standing about 5^ 
feet tall and weighing IOO pounds was 
bom to one of the zoo’s three East 
African giraffes, an eight year-old 
named Trisha.

“The global spread of nuclear 
weapons capability is on the verge of 
running out of control,” Ribicoff said. 
“ ... The ability to make atomic 
bombs will proliferate among nations 
in our own hemisphere and around the 
world unless West Germany and other 
nuclear allies refrain from making 
clearly dangerous nuclear exports,” 
the senator said. 
Fierce competition for nuclear 
technology exports among such 
countries such as the U.S., West 
Germany and France is part of the 
problem. 
Standing in the way of nuclear arms 
spread is the Nonproliferation Treaty 
of 1970, the International Atomic 
Energy Agency in Vienna and inter­ 
national opinion. 
More than 80 countries have fully 
ratified the treaty and more than 20 
have signed it, an indication they 
eventually will become full parties. 
As a treaty party, a nation agrees 
not to develop nuclear weapons and to 
permit inspections of its nuclear facil­ 
ities to make certain no material is 
being diverted for possible use in a 
weapon. 
Inspection is the job of the Inter­ 
national Atomic Energy Agency in 
Vienna, which sends inspectors into 
countries with nuclear facilities. 
The countries exporting nuclear 
facilities 
also 
are 
requiring 
agreements with the country receiving 
the equipment not to use it for military 
purposes. 
Government sources have said, for 
example, that West Germany is 
requiring assurances from Brazil that 
the new nuclear technology the Ger­ 
mans supply will be used for peaceful 
purposes only and will be subject to 
inspection. 
But the same sources are concerned 
about the intentions of both Brazil and 
Argentina. Neither country is a party 
to the Non-Proliferation Treaty. And 
they 
don’t 
fully 
adhere 
to 
the 
provisions of a 1967 Latin America 
nuclear-free zone treaty. 
Nuclear weapons now are possessed 
by the United States, Britain, France, 
Russia and China. Last year India ex­ 
ploded a nuclear device, but insisted 
its 
purpose 
was 
for 
peaceful, 
engineering applications. India hasn’t 


signed the treaty. 
Nuclear weapons experts agree 
there are at least IO and possibly more 
highly industrialized countries with 
growing nuclear power industries who 
could develop atomic bombs if they 
chose to do so. 
They include Japan, Belgium, 
Canada, West Germany, East Ger­ 
many, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Italy. 
Government officials doubt that any 
of these countries are considering the 
possibility of building weapons. All of 
the countries have either signed the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty or ratified it. 
Arms control officials are watching 
developments in South Korea, Taiwan, 
Pakistan, South Africa, Israel, Iran 
and Egypt, in addition to Brazil and 
Argentina. All the countries are in 
varying states of developing nuclear 
power industries. 
Of these countries, Taiwan and Iran 
are full parties to the treaty. South 
Korea and Egypt have signed the 
treaty but not ratified it. 
Pakistan hasn’t signed the treaty 
and is unlikely to do so as long as India 
doesn’t agree to it. 
South Africa has not signed it and 
isn’t expected to. 
Israel isn’t expected to sign the 
treaty unless Egypt ratifies it. 
The inspections that the 
In­ 
ternational Atomic Energy Agency 
makes of nuclear facilities around the 
world are getting tougher and more 
sophisticated 
each 
year. 
But 
safeguards experts concede there still 
is the possibility of diversion of nuclear 
material. 
If a developing nation is determined 
to build weapons, the more likely 
approach is to use the peaceful, im­ 
ported nuclear technology as intended. 
Then, after a sufficient number of na­ 
tive nuclear technicians have been 
trained, move them into a fledgling 
weapons program. 
In the end, U.S. arms-control experts 
say international opinion might be as 
effective a deterrent as any. 
Countries that have ratified the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty still have an 
escape clause that allows them to 
withdraw if extraordinary events 
threaten their national security. 
They also could renege on an 
agreement with a country that had 
sold them nuclear technology.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Com­ 
munist victories in Indochina should 
not affect longterm growth of U.S.- 
China trade, Industry Week magazine 
says. 


At a meeting of the National Council 
for U.S-China Trade last week in 
Washington, some China watchers told 
the council the fall of South Vietnam 
and Cambodia may influence main­ 
land China to become a champion of 
the Third World with few ties to the 
U.S. 


But government officials told the 
magazine that despite current losses in 
trade between the two countries, sale 
of agricultural and manufacturing 
products will show an increase by 1980. 


The Cleveland-based publication 
reports that U.S.-China trade is ex­ 
pected to drop to $420 million this year, 
with two-way trade being only 169.7 
million for the first quarter. Sales have 
increased rapidly for the last three 
years. Most of the decline was due to 
slackening agricultural sales. 


“ We’re not upset,” Arthur T. 
Downey, deputy assistant for East- 
West Trade at the U.S. Commerce 
Dept, told the magazine. “The decline 
in agricultural sales is not attributable 
to political factors or the quality of our 
exports, but due to the cyclical nature 
of Chinese buying patterns.”

Oil Lobby Helps Finance 
N ation's Governor's Cruise 


Excitement Revolves 
Around 'Tecumseh1 
75 Season 


Hors ha Says Proposed Energy 
Bill Would Increase Prices 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
Courtesy of an oil lobby, the nation’s 
governors and their guests cruised the 
Mississippi on the red-and-white 
paddlewheeler “Natchez” listening to 
Dixieland bands and partaking of local 
seafood delicacies. 
There were 900 persons in all on the 
Sunday night voyage, paid for by the 
Mid-Continent 
Oil 
and 
Gas 
Association, which represents small 
and large oil companies and one of 
nine private associations and com­ 
panies paying a third of the con­ 
ference’s $375,000 cost. 
Most of the contributors, who range 
from the Federation of American 
Hospitals to such corporate giants as 
Dow Chemical, Xerox and Union 
Carbide, do business in many states. 
The Internal Revenue Service has 
ruled their contributions are tax 
deductible as business expenses. 
In the case of Sunday night’s cruise 
and buffet, a white-on-blue sign 
displayed prominently in several 
places on the “Natchez” presented 
Mid-Continent Oil and Gas’ message: 
“The Seafood You Are Eating Tonight 
Is Delicious Proof that the Oil and 
Seafood Industries Can Survive and 
Thrive in the Same Waters.”

Meshel predicted action by the 
entire Senate before the end of the 
month. 
The Senate Finance committee, also 
meeting Monday, will wrestle with the 
state’s proposed two year budget in the 
face of mounting criticism from the 
Rhodes administration over the House- 
approved spending plan. 
Meshel, who is finance chairman, 
has acknowledged that the possibility 
of

programs has been “discussed” by 
Democrats in caucus. 
Budget director Howard Collier said 
Friday that House Democrats had 
overestim ated state revenues in 
rewriting the $10.7 billion plan. The 
budget must be approved by the legis­ 
lature and signed by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes by June 30 if the state is to

obligations. 
The full Senate will vote Monday on 
a bill that would require public schools 
grade seven through 12 to offer courses 
in venereal disease education. The 
legislation, sponsored by Sen. Charles 
L. Butts, D-23 Cleveland, would permit 
pupils with written permission from a 
parent or guardian to be excused from 
the classes. 
Public schools would be offered state 
lottery proceeds on a matching basis 
for local construction under a 
resolution offered Monday by Sen. 
Thomas A. Van Meter, R-19 Ashland. 
“Although the lottery does not 
produce an overwhelming amount of 
money,” Van Meter said, “the amount 
it cloes produce Is significant enough to 
fill a tremendous educational need, 
and I think this is a good place to 
funnel it.” The proposed constitutional 
amendment would go before voters if 
approved by both houses of the 
legislature. 
The House returns Tuesday for a full 
weekly schedule that could be 
highlighted Thursday by a floor vote 
on a medical m alpractice plan, 
designed to guarantee protection to 
doctors while limiting attorneys fees 
and recovery by victims.

Youth Cited 
In Accident 


Seventeen-year-old Ronnie Dale 
Davis, Columbus, was cited for 
reckless operation when he was in­ 
volved in a single-car accident, 6:28 
a.m.

According to the report taken by 
Pickaway County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Jack Moats, Davis was traveling 
northwest on Route 56 when he failed 
to negotiate a curve. 
Davis told Deputy Moats that his 
brakes grabbed causing him to lose 
control of the auto. The vehicle 
traveled left of center, and then veered 
back across the highway off the right 
berm of the road into a fence.

“The engery bill now before the 
House is a blue-print for long lines at 
gasoline stations, black market ac­ 
tivity, shortages of heating oil for 
homes and business, rationing, and 
gasoline allocation,” Congressman 
William H. Harsha said today. 
In opposing the Ways and Means 
Committee-sponsored Energy Con­ 
servation and Conversion Act, Ohio’s 
Sixth District Representative charged 
that the bill is not a comprehensive 
energy program at all, but is instead, 
basically a stiff tax on gasoline. 
“Well over half of any energy 
savings which may be forthcoming 
through this bill would result from this 
tax on gasoline,” said Harsha. 
“Gasoline is too small a base to bear 
such a disproportionate share of the 
load in reducing energy consumption.” 
He 
noted 
that 
inflation 
and 
recessionary forces have made it 
difficult for American consumers to 
pay for gasoline and almost everything 
else. 
“This bill completely misses the 
mark,” said Harsha. “Imposing a 23- 
cent per gallon tax on automobile 
users will not increase domestic 
production of oil by a single barrel.” 
Working Americans who must use 
their cars to get to their jobs are 
particularly victimized by the bill, 
according to Harsha. 
“When private use of gasoline 
constitutes only 12 per cent of total 
energy consumption in this country — 
and one-third of that percentage is 
used by Americans commuting to and 
from work — the savings expected 
from this program would be minimal,” 
he said. 
Import quotas averaging 6 million 
barrels a day will create an artificial 
shortage of petroleum products, 
Harsha believes. 
“The government will be placed in 
the role of increasing the cost of 
gasoline and then forcing it into short 
supply,” he said. 


The Sixth District Congressman 
rejected the notion that import quotas, 
provided in the bill, will stop the 
financial drain on the American 
Economy to meet Arab oil costs. 
“Until we develop our own energy 
resources — whatever form they may 
take — we will be forced to pay the 
Arab price,” said Harsha. “If we 
reduce the amount of oil we import 
from the Arab cartel, nothing will 
prevent them from raising their price 
per barrel, so that we will still be 
paying the same price, but for less 
od.” 
All in all, the bill puts the load for 
energy conservation in this country on 
the middle and low income worker 
whose automobile is essential to his or 
her job, Harsha concluded. 
“ We cannot solve the m ulti­ 
dimensional energy problems we face 
with one-dimensional answers that 
won’t do the job,” he said.
